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HE preſent Earl of Maclegeld having early grounds not to recal his

of the Legiſlative Power, mult fix a laſting Burthen ant Diſhonour upon his Family. | 
About a Year and half ſince, he had certain Information of her being delivered of a Female 
Child, the Death of which, before he had heard any thing of it, with the belief that this'might 
be a ſufficient warning againſt Liberties which carried fuch viſible Effets with them, with-held 
him from attempting publick Satisfation. Afﬀrter this there being a Treaty concerning the Ar- 
rears of the 200 /. a year due to the Ear], at the Incerceflion of her Siſter, the Lady Brownlow, who 
undertook that her Mother and ſhe as Execurtrixes to Sir Richard Maſon, would pay him 1000 /. 
and Indemnify him againſt his Lady's Debts ; and that ſhe would be accountable for her Siſter's 
Conduct, if ſhe-might be permicted to live with her ; Articles were prepared to this end by 
their Sollicitor , and conſented to by the Earl, with ſome Alterations ; but it was particularly 
provided and agreed, that ſhe ſhould live ſeparate from him, and have the whole oo U. a 
Year, which the Earl would have allowed in the Account from the Death of his Father. The 
Execution of this ſeemed to be delayed only for the raiſing 500 /. part of the 1000 /. But the

. The-full Diſcovery of theſe happened too late withinthe laſt Sefftons of this Parliament, for the 
Earl then to bring his Proofs thither.
